Alberta Spring Wheat 
Averages 25 Bushels 

Exceeding by seven or eight hun¬ 
dred the mark established in 1919, 
the thresher licenses issued by the 
provincial department of agriculture 
for the present year will reach at 
least 3,500, according to the govern¬ 
ment statistician. 

Although nothing in the way of an 
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This growth and deve opment have 
average will be struck until all the 
returns lare made by the threshers, 
and thereafter compiled, which is not 
likely to be before the middle of Jan¬ 
uary, it is estimated that the spring 
w T heat yield for Alberta will be in the 
vicinity of 25 bushels per acre, one 
of the best in many years. The es¬ 
timate average already struck "by 
federal authorities is about 22*6 bush¬ 
els for the province. This is based 
on the acreage seeded din wheat, 
whereas the Alberta average is based 
on the acreage actually threshed as 
reported in the returns made by the 
thresher^. Therefore, an average of 
25 bushels is regarded as fairly ac¬ 
curate. Last, year the Dominion es¬ 
timated an average of eight bushels 
of wheat for Alberta, while the pro¬ 
vincial records gave a general return ( 
(Of 12 bushels. \

THE ELEVATOR /SYSTEM 

The grain elevator/ system has 
grown enormously in (Canada and de¬ 
veloper rapidly, in the last few years. 
This growth and development hame 
So far been mainly confined to the 
Prairie Provinces of Manitoba, Sask¬ 
atchewan and Alberta, but the sys¬ 
tem is attracting more and more at- 
enion in he oher provinces, particu¬ 
larly in Ontario, where -several 
wheat growing and shipping centres, 
notably Toronto, are agitating for the 
erection of elevators. Nor is it only 
in numbers that the system has ex¬ 
tended, but the increase in size has 
b^en such that some of the struo^ 
tures can fairly'be termed mammoth, 
such, for instance, as those at the 
head of the lakes. There are not 
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fewer than 3,800 (thirty-six Hundred) 
elevators in the three provinces re¬ 
ferred to, from 40 to 60 feet, high, and 
capable of storing from 20,000 to 
30,000 bushels a piece on the average, 
a few reaching to twice the greatest 
enumerated capacity. In other words 
upwards of 110,000,000 bushels of 
wheat can be stored at ( the one time. 
By the terms of t*he Canada Grain 


Act, tRc* owners of tlie elevators* 
mostly private individuals or incor¬ 
porated companies, are compelled to 
accept all grain offered by farmers, 
unless wet or unstorable with safety 
hence the general and common use of 
the system. The elevators are all 
licensed by, and are under the super-* 
vision of the Board of Grain Commis¬ 
sioners of Canada.

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Milking Cows 

Sliall TnjHkcd twice or three 

times a day? To the average read¬ 
er this ma^y seem of small concern. 
To the former and dairyman it is a 
question of considerable interest. 
Tests have recently been made in 
Nova Scotia, Quebec, and Ontario. 
Professor Barton of Macdonald Col¬ 
lege says that it has been found from 
the standpoint f economy and safety 
that a cow giving 60 pounds of milk 
a day should be milked three times. 
Both Professor Trueman of the Nova 
Scotia Agricultural College and Pro 
lessor- Barton are agreed, however, 
that unless the udder is over extend¬ 
ed there is little or no advantage to 
be gained by milking three times a 
in the September number of the Ag¬ 
ricultural Gazette of Canada. Pro¬ 
fessor Wade Toole also contributed 
t'() a solution of the same problem by 
giving results of tests made at the 
Ontario Agricultural College. The 
tests are to be continued and Pro¬ 
fessor Toole hopes to be able to give 
a more definite opinion another year 
than he does at present. In the mean 
time he shows that three high-class 
pure-bred cows gave more by thrice 
than by twice milking a day. His 
present conclusions however are the 
same as those of Professors Barton 
and Trueman.
